VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THe Army avd Navy Gazette says: ‘The report 
that the Austrian warsbip Taurus has been lost 
with all bauds is totally unfounded.” 

GREAT preparations were made at Pola for the 
lauoebd of the Austrian torpedo ram.-cruiser Kaiserin 
Elizabeth, the sister-sbip of the Kaiser Franz Joseph, 
on Sept. 25. The ceremony was performed by the 
Archduchess Marie Valerie, and was the occasion of 
great festivities. 

Sept. 9, Messrs. D. and W. Hevderson, of England, 
launched what is believed to be the largest suling 
vessel in the world. Sbe is 360 ft. by 48 ft. 9in. by 
30 ft., and her gross tonnage is 3,750 tons. She will 
be epgaged principally in the nitrate trade, for 
which she is specially adapted. Ger deadweight 
carrying capacity is 6,150 tons. 

A CORRESPONDENT, writing from Honolulu, H. L., 
Sept. 19, says: “Ibe U.38.8. Charleston arrived at 
this port on Sept. 12 from Port Townsend, Wash., 
after a passage of 11 days made in fine weather and 
without incident. We found the Iroquois in port. 
She arrived on Sept. 7 from Samoa after a passage 
of 17 days and a few hours. The Nipsicsailed for San 
Franeisco on Sept. 9. Everything here is quiet and 
the weather unusually warm for Honolulu.” 


FRENCH engineering papers have extensively pub- 
lished a statement that the Secretary of the Guited 
States Navy bad offered a prize for the best design 
for engines fora war vessel, and consequently the 
Department has been flooded with requests for par- 
ticulars from French engine designers wishing to 
compete. No such prize bas been offered, and the 
mistake is supposed to have originated in a mis 
transiation of a paragraph in Engiveer-in-Chief 
Melville’s annual report recommending the expend- 
iture of 325.000 in experiments with new inventions. 
A WRITER in the Revue des Deux Mondes fixes the 
composition of the future fleet best suited for naval 
tactics at twelve ironclads, six cruisers of from 3,000 
to 5 000 tone, six gunboats of from 400 to 1,200 tons, 
and twelve sea-going torpedo-boats of from 100 to 
150 tons. The heavy vessels must save their fuel, 
and put as much work as possible on the light craft. 
To keep touch with the enemy from the moment 
that hostilities commence, the duties must be en- 
trusted to a light division, which ehall bave for ite 
bucleus either a fast-steaming ironclad well pro- 
vided with coal or a big armored cruiser. Not a 
little of the glory of tbe naval warfare of the fu- 
ture will apparently belong te these light divisions. 


THE United Service Gazette says: *‘ There is evi- 
dently but a faint comprebension in the minds of 
the public of the character of the armored battle- 
ship Barfieur, which is about to be constructed 4f. 
Chatbam. Apart from her colossal proportion — 
ber tounage will be 10,500, and her borse-power 
13,000—sbe will have characteristics which will make 
her one of the most remarkable vessels in the pavy. 
She will be of the type known as the * Admira),’ but 
possessing many important improvements. In fact, 
she will De the most powerful vessel, both for offen- 
sive and defensive purposes, of that description yet 
constructed. In tonnage displacement she will ex- 
ceed that of any second-vlass battleship which our 
Davy has ever possessed.”’ 

SomE Peekskill, N. Y., gentlemen, it is said, have 
determined to establish a Naval Navigation Train- 
ing School for the purpose of instructing young 
men who desire to fill positions in the U.S. Navy 
and the merchant marine. The school will be,known 
as the Hudson River Naval Navigation Training 
School. The vessel to be used will be a full rigged 
ship of about 270 ft. in length, 30 ft. beam, 21 fv. 
depth of hold, and a displacement of about 2,600 
tons. It will bave rvom for 100 cadets, and it wiil 
be conducted on the same principle as any college 
oracademy. Students will be continually on board 
sbip under supervision of a competent corps of in- 
structors. lu addition to teaching the art of navi- 
gation, all the English, commercial and mathemati- 
cal branches will be taught. [tis hoped to be able 
to have everything in readiness on April 1 next. 
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THE Chilian cruiser Presidente Pinto, which was 
launched on Sept. 4, from La Seyne vard, is 270 ft. 
long, 36 ft. beam, and has a depth of 24 ft. from up- 
per deck to keel. The armament is to consist of four 
6 in. and five 41¢-in. rapid-fire guns, eight Hotchkiss, 
two Gatlings, and two torpedo discharge tubes, The 
Presidente Pinto is the second of three vessels or- 
dered to be constructed at La Seyne for the Cbilian 
Navy Department. A sister vessel is the Presidente 
Ezzuaris, which was launched in June last, and the 
turret-ship Capitan Pratt will soon follow these 
ships into the water. 

THE Germans are pushing forward the construc- 
tion of their new warships. At Kiel a new coast de- 
fence ironclad of 3,495 tone, and a sea-going barbette 
battleship arein progress. ‘The latter is to be planked 
and sheathed for service in distant seas, ber engives 
are to develop 15,000 horse-power, and she will be 
armed with three 28 ton breechloading guns, eight 
15 centimetre guns, and fourteen rapid-tiring guns, 
with a torpedo armament, so that she promises to 
be a wost formidable vessel. Besides these there is 
building in the private yard of the Germania Com- 
paby a protected cruiser of 5,500 tone displacement, 
aod a sister battleship to the above. 


THERE has been designed for the German Navy, 
says the Berlin correspondent of the Progrés Mtli- 
taire, an ingenious apparatus to be placed upon the 
bridge of vessels, which will enable the officer of the 
watch to inform himself instantly if the orders 
given to the engineers and helmseman bave been 
understood and obeyed. A dial is before him which 
bears indications relative to the speed and handling 
of the ship; and, asthe orders are trausmitted tele- 
graphically to the engineer, this latter, by the very 
execution of them, causes the hand upon the dial to 
point successively to the indications of the move- 
ments which are made. A like arrangement puts 
the officer in communication with the helmsman.

BIDS FOR THE BATTLESHIPS, 


Bips were opened this week for the construction 
of the three battleships and large cruiser provided 
for in the recent Naval Appropriation act and bere- 
tofore described in the JoURNAL. Four responsible 
and capable firms responded to the Department's 
advertisement. This snows a healthy competition 
and augurs well for future work in the shipbuilding 
line. The Union tron Works, of San Francisco, bid 
for battleships on plans of Department $3,240 000 each 
or two for $3,200,000 eacb, and for the first cruiser 
$3,025,000. The Risdon fron Worker, of San Fran- 
ecwor, bid for one battleship on Department plans 
$3,275,000, and the Bath lron Works, of Maine, for 
one battleship on Department designs $3,149,000. 
Cramps and Son bid for one battleship on the De- 
partment plans $2,990,000, for two, $2,890,000 each ; on 
bidder’s plang, one for $3,120,000, or two tor $3,020 000 
each ; for fast cruiser on Vepartment plans, $2,725,8 
000. A secondary bid was also submitted by the 
Cramps for one battleship on the J)epartment plan, 
and another planned by themselver, at the same fig- 
ures as the first bits for one ship in these classes. This 
was done to avoid complication because of the pro- 
vision of the law to the effect thatno more than two 
vessels could be bid forin the same page and 
means that this firm is willing to build all three of 
the battleships. All the bids received are well with- 
ip the appropriations, except that of the Union Iron 
Works for the fast cruiser. This is $75,000 in excess 
the appropriation for this vessel being $2,760,000 and 
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for the three battleships $4,000,000 each. Accompany- 
ing the Messrs. Cramps’ bid for the battlesbips was 
a letter explaining the difference between their 
plansand those of the Department. No contracts 
will be awarded until the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Board of Bureau Chiefs have given full consid- 
eration to the changes inthe Departments plans 
proposed by the Mes¢rs. Cramps as set furth in their 
own plans, but it follows, beyond a doubt, that this 
firm will be given two of the three battiesbips and 
the large cruiser and that the third battleship will 
zo to the Union [ron Works, of San Francisco. 

While no formal contracts have yet been entered 
into, the Secretary of the Navy bas already decided 
and has so informed the bidders, that he will awa 
the contract fur two battiesbips und the large 
cruiser to the Messrs. Cramp, and the other battie- 
ship to the Union [ron Works. [t is only a question 
now as to what changes shall be muadeioa the plans 
bid upon. Since it bas been found, as demonstrated 
by Messre. Cramp’s bid on enlarged plans of their own 
that a larger ship than 9,000 tons can be obtained with 
the $4,000,000 limit fixed by Congress, the Secretary 
seems More than anxious toget the most formidable 
vessel be can for the money, and is disposed to place 
& most liberal construction on that portion of the 
act requiring these vessels to be about 9,000 tons dis- 
placement. Instead of lengthening tne veasels 12 
feet as proposed by Messrs. Cramp, he is now con- 
sidering a proposition to lengthen them 20 feet and 
thus increase their displacemeaot to nearly 10,000 
tons each. The op ey me very hichly of the 
plans submitted by the Messrs. Cramp, and is quite 
disposed to adopt them in lieu of the department 
designs, with a modification showing the increased 
length as stated, provided the buiiders will accept 
the changes without any increase in the bids. Un- 
less the Union lron Works decides to build a larger 
vessel than that bid upon, it may be decided to take 
advantage of the provision in the law, which per- 
mits the President to build all three vessels in che 
East in case the bids from the Pacific Slope are con- 
sidered excessive, and this would certainly seem 
to be the case if the figures given by Messrs. Cramp 
are to be looked upon as a criterion for fair prices 
in ship construction. 








AN ANECDOTE OF SHERIDAN, 


WHILE the United States was engaged in the great 
Civil War, France and Austria took advantage of 
our comparatively belpless condition to attempt 
the conquest of Mexico, with a view to construct a 
new empire there under Maximilian. Geveral 
Grant was strongly opposed to this policy, and, 
after Appomattox, sent sheridan with an army to 
the lower Rio Grande, to oleerve the movements 
of the foreigners and to be in readiness to intervene 
whenever Congress gave permission. 

An orderly awoke the colonel soon after daylight 
one morning and urged him to go down to the bank 
of the river, as something remarkable was going on 
there. The colonel did so, and had the gratification 
of seeing a combat—it could hardly be called a bat- 
tle—between the national troops, the adherents of 
Juarez, and the Mexicans who were serving under 
the banner of Maximilian and who were in 
sion of Matamoras. The object of sche Justrez 
troops was, of course, to drive the enemy from 
Matamoras and bold the place, as, owiog to its 
proximity to the United States force, it was a ef 
important point. Each side seemed to be fortified, 
and was engaged in a contest at long range, which 
was neither very exciting nor destructive. Toe 
next morning toe orderly came again to wake the 
colonel, and assured him that he would see some 
gepvuine fighting. The colonel hurried down to the 
bank, and there he saw the Juarez men leave their 
intrevchments, ads ance with the utmost intreped- 
ity, storm the works at Matamoras,and drive the 
adherents of Maximilian through the town and far 
beyond out into the open country. Uf course 
Sheridan could not send a force to the other side of 
the river without the authority of Congress and the 
War Department. That would bave been an uno- 
heard-of proceeding. What he did do was to give 
one of his brigades a leave of absence, and that set- 
tled the — so tar as Mxatamoras was con- 
cerned.—F'rom the Century for October.

And let it be be said en 
passant that at vo time was the Cabinet so awfully 
scared that it lost sight of the fact that sooner or 
later the Emperor aod the Emperor's puppet, Max- 
imilian, baa to be turned out of Mexico, which was 
simply a preliminary to the kicking out of the Na- 
poleonic dynasty from France itself. 
the Comte de Paris's History of our Civil War 
only comes down to the end of the Chattanooga 
campaign, it can bardly be termed ‘“‘a very vom- 
lete history of the war,” as Mr. Russell designates 
ft. But as I have before stated the iron has entered 
Mr. Russell’s soul, and he never fails to misrepre- 
sent the Union Asm, the cause it fought for, and 
those who upbeld its bands, at any and all times, 
with an intensity of bitterness to which ignorance

WE presume that our artillery friends are not so 
well pleased as the cavalry and infantry with what 
we have had to say upon the question of the dis- 
banding of companies, but they may console them- 
selves with the reflection that if the other arms of 
the Service have, as they think, the statutes in their 
favor, the artillery certainly have the men, and pos- 
session—especially in military cireles—is fall nine 
points in the law. Weare heartily glad to see the 
artillery batteries increased, but not at tne ex- 
pense of the cavalry and infantry. It is most un- 
fortunate that the illiberality of Congress toward 
our military establishment prevents a proper or- 
ganization for all arms of the Service. Congress bas 
adjourned without doing what it should for the ar- 
tillery, and if, inthe opinion of other arms, they 
are getting more than they should have, they are 
certainly getting little enougb. 








THis is the week for the reception at Washington 
of the annual reports of Division and Department 
commanders, etc. The Army has gone through 
some curious changes since Oct. 1, 1889, and much 
curiosity is felt to see what those in power will have 
to say in regard tothem. There seems to be one 
thing certain, and that is that the beneficent legis- 
lation of June 16, 1890, has bad even in the short 
time since then a decided effect for the better upon 
the morale of the Army. 








THE regulations in G. O. 108, A. G. O., published 
this week, are timely 1n view of occasional difficulty 
in determining just exactly what is ‘‘ faithful ser- 
vice” within the meaning of the act of. June 16, 
1899, providing for the discharge of enlisted men 
after so mucii service, etc. 








THE line promotions in 1891, consequent upon re- 
tirements for age, will be more numerous than in 
the past few years. In 1888 there was but one, in 
1889 six, and in 1890 three. In 1891 there will be 
eight—one brigadier-general, six colonels and one 
major. 








THE Military Academy graduates of 1890 are now 
converging upon their several regiments and will 
afford in many companies much-needed relief in 
the shape of additional subalterns for duty. 








Tax Army and Navy Gazette says: “A very 
serious matter is at present receiving the attention 
of tbe authorities, and causing no small degree of 
consternation in the corps of Royal Engineer Sub. 
marine Miners. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Stanhope, in a speech made earlier ta the year, pro- 
mised, among other so-called reforms and improve- 
ments, that ‘allimportant ports and rivers will be 
protected by submarine miner, to say notbing of 
other defences.’ Now, as every naval man, Eoglish 
or foreign, knows well, submarine mines can never 
in the nature of things be of great value in any 
scheme of defence for our ports where the freest 
possible ingress and egress are indispensable; still 
they are the fad of a certain section which has in- 
fluence, and no voice was raised in opposition. The 
Submarine Miners have been gaily at work since, 
and all round the coast large stores of mines have 
been collected, and most incricate arrangements 
and schemes made for laying them down. At this 
poiut, the Admiralty comes in and requests their 
experts to report on ‘this system of defence by sub- 
marine mines, about whicb this department has not 
yet been consulted.’ The Vernon people, after ex- 
amination, have reported that the submarine mines 
as provided by the Royal Engineers, will, if laid 
down, render the harbors ‘equally daugerous to 
friend as to foe.’ As a consequence, therefore, the 
naval autborities absolutely refuse to be responsible 
for what may bappen in such rivers or harbors as 
are defended by these mines, while they go further 
with regard to the Thames and Medway, Ports 
moutb, Plymoutb, and Milford Haven, and abso- 
lutely decline to allow the Engineers to lay down 
any mines in those places in case of war.” 








EX.LIsteD men of the Army are anxiously await- 
ing the interpretation by the War Department au- 
thorities on several important points involved in 
the new act allowing war service to be counted as 
double time in computing the 30 years ne¢essary for 


retirement. At what date did the War of the Re- 
bellion commence, and at what date did it end? 
So far as affects war service, in connection with the 
act referred to, how does it stand? According to 
the geperal desertions acts of 1884'and 1887, May 1, 
1865, is fixed as the date of the ending of the war, 
while July 12, 1861, the date of the bombardment of 
Fort Sumter has usually been regarded as the com- 
mencement of the war. According to the proclama- 
tion of President Jobnson, April 2, 1866, is the date 
officially announced as ending the war with all the 
Confederate States except Texas, and a subsequent 
proclamation dated Aug. 20, 1866, fixed that date as 
ending the hostilities in that state. There is alvo 
a decisiou of the Supreme Court in which April 2, 
1866, is ixed upon as the date when the war closed. 
Another important question capable of many dif- 
ferent constructions is as to whatis meant by service 
in the field. These questions are now receiving the 
attention of the department officials, and the con- 
clusions reached will doubtless soon appear in 
general orders. 








WE presume that in the making of the detail for the 
Board on Repeating Arms, which is soon to be an- 
nounced, no officer will be included who is himself 
theinventor of asmall arm. This seems to have been 
the rule, so far as our recollection goes, in the case 
of the boards that have been charged for the last 25 
years with the selection of a new service rifle. The 
last Board, of which Gen. (then Colonel) Brooke was 
president, was admirably constituted, having among 
its members Col. Litchfield and Major Shorkley, 
especially well equipped in the science and practice 
of infantry fre and its necessities; Capt. Greer, of 
the Ordnance Bureau, one of the most accomplished 
and experienced officers in ordnance matters in the 
Army, and, as recorder, Capt. Day, whose mechan- 
ical suggestions were of value. There are likely to 
be several entirely novel inventions among those 
submitted for trial,and while it is impossible and 
would be unwise to select a Board no member of 
which bas his own ideas as to a proper arm for ser- 
vice, it is certuinly desirable that such ideas should 
not have developed in practical shape, since in- 
ventors, bowever honest snd unselfish they may be, 
as a rule cannot help a bias of prejudice in favor of 
their own conceits, and whether they have it or not 
they are at a disadvantage in dealing with inventors. 








ALTHOUGH there were many members of the 
House willing and anxious to vote for the passage 
of the bill to revive the grade of lieutenant general 
during the present session, General Cutcheon and 
other members of the military committee, after con- 
sultation with each other, concluded that the inter- 
ests of the measure would be better subserved by al- 
lowing to remain in its present status until next ses- 
sion. [t was the judgment of Gen. Cutcheon that the 
difference between the measure passed by the Senate 
and the one reported by the House Committee 
would lead to a controversy that would end in 
naught this session, and perhaps jeopardize the 
chances for consideration by the winter session. Ti e 
bill, as passed by the Senate, makes the grade of 
lieutenant general a permanent one, while the House 
bill contemplates its revival for the benefit of Gen- 
era) Schofield only. The House committee has not 
yet decided which of the two measures to advocate, 
and it was therefore thought best to allow the mat- 
ter to rest until next session wheu the two positions 
will be fully considered by the committee before 
any action by the House is recom mended. 








GENERAL S. V. Bent, Chief of Ordnance, re 
sumed at Washington on Wednesday, aftera long 
summer vacation, and is now at work upon bis last 
annual report as Chief of Ordnance. He will retire 
on January 22 next. The canvass for the successor- 
ship to bis place is already in progress in a quiet 
way. Colonel Whittemore, who bas become the 
senior since the death of Colonel Baylor, naturally 
bas aspirations, but as seniority bas not governed in 
the last two bureau appointments his friends have 
not thought it prudent to remain idle. It is quite 
plain that be will find Colonels Buffington and 
Flagler most dangerous rivale, with the chances in 
favor of the former. Captain Charles smitb, the 
assistant to General Benét, although pretty far 
down on the list, is looked upon as a strong possi 
bility, in case there sbould be any reason, politica! 
or otherwise, for passing over the colonels. 








Tue beads of the War and Navy Department, 
and their :espective bureau assistants, have been 
busily eneaged during the present week in the 
preparation of the estimates required for the sup- 
port of the two Services for the fiscal year ending 
1892. About eight millions will be asked by the 
Navy Department for continuing work on ships and 
guos already autborized. The question of new 
ships will not enter into the present estimates. Just 
at the present time the Secretary has his hands full 
iu making contracts for the construction of vessels 





already authorized, and consequently has no time 


to devote to the consideration of the types of ves- 
sels he will ask Congress to provide for during next 
session. Lt is expected, however, that several more 
cruisers of from 3,000 to 5,000 tons, and a few torpedo 
boats, will be asked for. 








THE proposed transfer of Colunel Vollum to fill 
the office of Chief Medical Purveyor of the Army 
vice Colonel Baxter, is contested by Colonel Irwin. 
As the senior lieutenant-colonel and the senior 
aseistant medical purveyor the latter officer ciaims 
that he bas a right to promotion to volonel and 
chief medical purveyor under tke provisions of 
existing laws and Army Regulations. He has sub- 
mitted an appeal in support of his legal right to 
promotion to that office and against the appoiut- 
ment or transfer of any other offiver to the position, 








THE scientific expedition which weut out from 
Princeton College last July bas returned and re- 
ports a very successful trip. The party left Chicago 
July 31 for Lincoln, Neb., and proceeded thence to 
Fort Robivson, where the outfit was procured.’ Oa 
Aux. 5 the party left the fort accompanied by the 
assistant surgeon of the fort, Dr. Kean, an lodian 
guide, and a military escurt of four men. At Battle 
Creek the permanent camp was made and the chief 
work of the expedition varried on,

RECENT DEATHS. 

Last week we briefly announced the death at 
Philadelphia, Sept. 24, of Captain Joseph Kerin, 
U. 8. A., retired, a veteran soldier, who enlisted in 
the 2d Dragoons in 1853, and in October, 1861, was 
appointed 2d lieutenant, 6th Cavalry, Ovt. 26, 1861, 
He was promoted Ist lieutenant io 1862, and from 
May of that year to Uctober, 1803, was adjutant of 
bis regiment. For bis galiantry at Hanover Court 
House and at Beverly Ford he received the brevets 
of Ist lieutenant and captain. He was promoted 
captain in 1866 and was retired Juve 2s, 1878, for dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. The funeral 
took place Sept. 27, and was largely attended by 
members of the G. A. R. and other friends. 

Captain AuGustus R. Kapert, 24 U.S. fal., who 
died at Fort Omaha, Sept. 25, was born in New Jer- 
sey, entered the Army assurgeon U.S. Volunteers 
in November, 186i, and was mustered out October 7, 
1865. For his faithful and werittorious services dur- 
ing the war he received the brevet of lieutenant- 
colonel of volunteers. In 1866 he was appointed 2d 
liectenant 2ist U. 3. lofantry, was uvassigned in 
1869 and assigned to the 8th lofautry in the same 
year and transferred to the 2d Infantry in 1870, 
From March, 1857, to May, 1889, he was regimental 
quartermaster. He attained the grade of captain 
May 27, 1889. His record of service is a long and 
honorable one. 

CoMMANDER FRANCIS G. DALLAS, U.S. N., retired, 
who died at Philadelphia, Pa., Septemper 30, 
joined the Navy in 1841, was promoted passed 
midshipman in 1847, and master and lieuten- 
ant in 1855. In 1864 be developed symptoms 
of insanity, and was placed in the Penn- 
sylvapia Hospital for the Insane. While io huspital 
in 1867, he was promoted commander. He was 
about 68 years of age, and wasa native of Massachu- 
setts. The deceased ‘was, we believe,a brother cf 
the late Colonel Alexander J. Dallas, U.S. Army. 


A CABLE despaich reporis the drowning in Japan- 
ese waters, Sept. 26, of Easigo Harry E. Rumsey, 
U. 8. N., of the Swatara. Tae deceased offivewr 
was appointed from Wyoming Territory, in 1882, 
and was promoted Ensigo July 1, 1888. His un- 
timely death bas caused profound sorrow to many 
relatives and friends, 
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Tue veteran Gen. Abram Duryée, so well known 
throughout the country, died in New York City, 
Sept. 27. He was born in 1815, and began a military 
career when a young man in the ranks of the 142d 
Regiment of the then * New York Militia.” lo this 
orgavization be became sergeant-major. In 1838 be 
entered the National Guard as private in the 27th 
Regiment of Artillery, After severa! promotions 
he received bis commission as 2d lieutenant in this 
commend in 1840. [0 1847 he was appointed colonel 
of the 7th Regiment, and it wasas its commander 
that be won bis first laurels: When the actor Ma- 
cready was mobbed at the Astor Place Opera House 
May 10, 1849, the 7th Regiment, with a trgap ° 
borse, was ordered to suppress the riot. ovel 
Duryee, though baving in all but about 200 men, 
succeeded in restoring order. Uader him the regi- 
ment acquired much of the prestige it has since re- 
tained, and took the leading part in the suppression 
of such disturbance as the “police” and “ Dead 
Rabbit” riots in 1857. In 1859 Gen. Duryée resigned 
and was presented by the merchants of New York 
with a solid silver set valued at % 000. At the break- 
ing out of the civil war bis martial spirit was 
aroused and the result was the organization of the 
5th Regiment, known to fame ae the “ Duryée 
Zouaves.” In 1861 he was appointed brigadier-gen- 
eral, and was ip many engagements, deing twice 
wounded at the second battle of Bull Run. At the 
close of the war be was brevetted major-general 
for his gallant services. Since the war be has beld 
many honorable positions. General Agnus, of the 
Baltimore American, well sums up his career thus: 
“Our country bas lost another of her brave sous 
and famous commanders, but his fame will live in 
history and in the hearts of his surviving boys of 
the old Duryée Zouaves. He wasa leader of men. 
who commanded not by fear, but by kindness, and 
there was not in bis command a@ man who did not 
love the father of the famous regiment. Those who 
preceded him to the otber shore are now on the 
parapets giving him the old salute of present. arms, 
and the officer at the gate says: ‘ Yours has been a 

rand life. Bnter!’” The funeral took place on 

uesday. 


Last week we briefiy referred to the death at St. 
Louie, Sep. 22, of Capt. B. EK. Walker, brother-in- 
law of Gen. H. G. Gibson, U.S. A. A correspondent 
writes: ‘Capt. Walker was born at Fort Jesup, La., 
Oct. 24, 1837, his father, Maj. Benjamin Walker, being 
stationed at that post. His fatner was transferred 
to Jefferson Bks. in 1846and to St. Louis in 1848, 
since which time Mr. Walker has resided here. All 
old residents will remember the ‘Young American 
Grays’ which Mr. Walker organized in 1362, and of 
which be was the first and only captaio. For the 
past eight years (apt. Walker bus been deputy com- 
missioner of supplies, which office he filled witb 
marked ability, each commissioner being too glad 
to retain him in charge of the office. He was singu- 
larly polite and affable, the high and the low receiv- 
i-g at bis hands equal consideration.”” The funeral 
ws largely attended, all vieing in doing honor to the 
memory of this faithful city officer. 


Tue Hon. Frederick Billings, ex-President of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, who died at Woodstock, 
Vt., Sept. 30, went to California in 1819, and was the 
tirst lawyer wbo opened an office in ‘San Francisco. 
Among his earliest chents was Gen. John A. Sutter. 
Svon after opening his office, young Billings took 
in as a partner A. C. Peachy, and subsequently 
Gen. Henry W. Halleck, who bad been connected 
‘with the military government of California, but 
had resigned from the Army, because a mem- 
ber of the firm. From that time forward, uutil 
1861, ** Halleck, Peacby and Billings” was the lead- 
ing law firm in Sao Franciscc, and did a very ex- 
tensive businese. la 1865 Mr. Billings left Cali- 
fornia and settled at bis old home in Woodstock. 


CoLonrL Wo. H. LuDLOw, a distinguished officer 
of volunteers during the war, who served from No 
vember, 1861, to July, 166, died at Oakdale, L. 1., 
dept. 26 in bis 70th year. During the war, Col. Lud- 
low served as comimussioner for the exchunge of 

risoners and ashort time previous to being mur- 

ered out was on duty in New York City as Inspector 
General, Department of the East. Part of his ser 
vice was on the staff of Maj.-Gen. Dix.

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FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSIUN. 


Congress after a protracted session of ten months 
now adjourned this week, to meet again in De- 
cem ber. 

Following is the text of the resolution introduced 
in the two Houses last week: 

Resolved, etc., That the Srowsters of the Navy is bereby 
authorized to purchase, at his discretion, nicke] ore or 
nickel matte to te used in the manufacture ef nickel-steel 
armor plating for vessela already authorized to be con- 
structed, and of armor-piercing projectiles, ani for other 
naval pur 

Sec, 2. That the sum of $1,000,000, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated for this purpose. 

With two exceptions every Army and Navy nomi- 
nation sent tothe Senate during the session just 
closed was confirmed. One exception was Maj. Lewis 
Merrill, nominated for promotion on the retired list; 
the other Father Galvin, of Ohio, who was nominated 
for a chaplaincy four or five monthsago. In conse- 
quence of the charges of incompetency filed against 
bim by members of his own church, the Senate Mi):- 
tary Committee declined to act upon his case,and con- 
sequently his nomination dies with the session. It 
was thought at one time that the President would 
recall bis name, but the plan of pigeon-holing 
seems to have been adopted instead. There are 
three vacancies in the position of chaplain at the 
disposal of the President, including the one caused 
by the failure of Father Galvin’s nomination. As 
Congress has adjourned without passing the bill so 
strongly recommended by Secretary Proctor for the 
employment of contract chaplains, it is bighly prob- 
able that these vacancies will soon be filled.

Autborizinog the appointment of Tenor Ten Eyck, James 
T. Pelland J. M. Wiiliams to the retired list of the Army. 
[As no nominations were made to the Senate they became 
inoperative until such time as the President may decide to 
send them to the Senate.) 

The following is the text of the bil] which has just 
become a law providing for summary courts for the 
trial of enlisted men of the Army: 

Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter in time of peace all en- 
isted men charged with offences now cognizable by a gar- 
rison or regimental! Court-martial shall, within twenty-four 
hours from thetime of their arrest, be brought betore a 
summary court, which sball consist of the line officer secood 
in rank atthe post or station or of the command of the 
alleged offender, and at stations where only officers of the 
staff are on duty the officers second in rank shall constitute 
sucb court, who sball bave power to administer oaths and 
to hear and determine the case, and when satisfied of the 
guilt of the accused party adjudge the punishment to be in- 
flicted, etc. 

Among the dozen bills that passed both Houses 
but failed to receive the President’s signature was 
the bill allowing the beirs of Joho Roach $61,752 for 
the Peoria, and the bill to place Edward H. Lieb on 
the retired lit of the Army. 

The President Oct. 1 returned without his apprc- 
val the House bill declaring tbe retirement of Capt. 
Chas. B. Stivers, U. 3S. A., legal and valid, and tnat 
he is entitled as such officer to hia pay. He says: “I 
do not think this is a competent method of giving 
the relief intended. The retirement, under the law 
asitthen existed, was not legal and valid, as the 
higbest judicial tribunal under the Constitution bas 
declared, for the reason that Capt. Stivers was not 
then an officer on the active list. That being sv, it 
follows of course that be was net entitled to draw 
the pay of an office he did not hold. The relief 
sbould have taken the form usual in such casey, 
which is to authorize the appointment of the officer 
to a place made for him on the retired list.’’ 








THE SIGNAL AND WEATHER SERVICE. 


THE bill for the transfer of the Weather Bureau 
to the Agriculture Department, and for the reor- 
ganization of the Signal Corps as it finally became a 
law provides for the transfer of civil duties to the 
Department of Agriculture under the designation 
of the ‘“ Weather Bureau.” 

Provided, That the Chief Signal Officer of the Army may, 
in tne discretion of the President, be detailed to take charge 
of said bureau, and in like manner other officers of the Army, 
not exceeding four,ex pert in the duties of the weather service 
may temporarily, pendiog the training of a sufficient nam- 
ber of civilian experts for forecasting, be assigned to duty 
with the Weather Bureau, and while so serviog shall receive 
the pay aod allowances to which they are entitled by law. 

The enlisted force of the Signal Corps to be dis- 
charged from the Army on June 30, 1891, and such 
portion of this entire force, including the civilian 
employees of the Signal Service, as may be neces- 
sary for tbe proper performance of the duties of the 
Weather Bureau shall,if they so elect, be trans- 
ferred to the Department of Agriculture. 

in addition to the Chief Signal Officer, the com- 
miseioned torce of the Signal Corps will hereafter 
consist of one major, tour captains (mounted), and 
four first lieutenants (mounted), who shall receive 
the pay and allowances of like grades in the Army. 
The officers shall be appointed from the Army, in- 
cluding lieutenants in the Signal Corps, preference 
being given to officers who have performed long 
and efficient service in the Signal Service: 

Provided, That no appointment sball be made until a Board 
to be uppointed by the Secretary of War sbali have sub- 
mitted a report recommending officers tor appointment ia 
the Signal Corps in the order of merit, based upon the im- 

rtance and usefulness of work performed in the Signal 
rvice, as said board may determine from the official re- 
cords. And such second lieutenauts of the Signa! Corps as 
may uot be promoted under the provisions of this act shall 
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be appointed second lieutenants in the line of the Army 
with present date of commission, assigned to 
the first vacancies which may occur in the grade of second 
lieutenant after the appointments herein provided for have 
been made. 

Sec. 7. That all appointments and promotions in tbe Signal 
Corps after this reorganization shall be wade sfter examin- 
ation and approval under Sections 1206 and 1207 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which are hereby amended soas to be a 
able to and to provide for tne promotion of the lieutenants 
of the Signal Corps in the same manner as they now apply 
to the Corps of Engineers and the Ordnance Corps; and all 
vacancies which may bereafter exist io the grade of first 
lieutenant in the Sigaal Corps shall be filled by transfer 
from the line of the Army, after competitive examination 
and recommendation by a board of officers of the Signal 
Corps to be appointed by the Secretary of War. 

The enlisted force of the Signal Corps is to consist 
of 50 sergeants, of which 10 shall be of first-class, 
with pay of hospital stewards. 














THE CAMP AT MONTEREY. 


A CORRESPONDENT sends us an extract from the 
News- Letter, of San Francisco, criticising the recent 
encampment of Regular troops at Monterey, Cal., 
and pronounces the statements as “‘ volossal false- 
hoods.”” The following is a specimen of the News- 
Letter's strictures, which are evidently prompted 
by malice: 


The privates, God belp them, roam about the grounds of 
the De! Monte and the little town, and march into the bath- 
bouse with uniforms so dirty thatevena weli-regulated 
tramp would shudder at, and though they seem to be ua- 
watcbed and uncared for, —— bebave admirably under the 
extraordinary liberties accorded them. 

The soldiers do not look like soldiers. Nor can this be 
wondered at, seeing that the officers take such little pride 
ip themselves that strangers to the United States continu- 
ally mistake them forthe uniformed servants of the Del 
Monte Hotel.

lacked, and his whole appearance airty, unkempt and uo- 
tidy. When a general takes so little pride in bimseif, what 
can be expected of the poor wretch who gets $i3a month 
and is under the command of officers whose only pride 
seems to be in posing about hotel corridors, and ogliog girls 
who bave more brains and breeding than t— - But thia ill- 
conditioned pauper who lives on the generosity of a nation, 
to which he is of no earthly use, never seeks to be agreeable 
to any wowan uniess she be rich. 


Our correspondent adds: ** The camp, composed 
of the 1st lnfantry, and a battalion each from the 
5th Artillery and 4th Cavairy, was au exceptionally 
successful and soldierly one. The only truth in the 
above is the statement that the soldiers behaved 
admirably. The proof of the good behavior of the 
entire command and their popularity, isshown by 
the general regret expressed by the vitizens of Mon- 
terey when the command returned to its proper 
station.”

A FEATURE of the Hungarian manceuvres, in the 
neigbborbood of Sz+kelyhid, which have closed re- 
cently, bave been the cavalry swimming exercises. 
The movement was carried out in splendid style by 
the 12th and 14th Hussars, who repeatedly crossed 
Theiss at different places where the stream was 
from 14 ft. to20 ¢t. deep and about 200 ft. across. 
The manceuvres bave also been rendered remarkable 
by the endurance shown by the troops, who fre- 
qeey marched 20 English miles and more over 

ificait ground without a single man falling out. 
The new smokeless powder was used by the infan- 
try, while the artillery still used the old black 
powder, thereby furoisbing an instructive eompari- 
son. In the last mimic battle, which lasted four 
hours, the total forces engaged on the two sides was 
enormous, including 77 battalions of Infantry, 364 
squadrons of cavalry, and 123 guns. The ground on 
which the operations were conducted extended over 
six English square miles, and it was noticeable that 
after the rifie firing there was little smoke visible. 








Tue contest for the position of professor of ma- 
thematics in the Navy, wade vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Soley, bas ended in the selection of 
Chaplain E. K. Rawson. The appointment has not 

et nD mad‘, but Chaplain Rawson has received 
nstructions to appear before a board to be con- 
vened at the Navy Department during the present 
month, to undergo an examination as to his qualifi- 
cations for the office, and bis appointment will im- 
mediately follow. This selection was entirely the 
act of the President, and 1s the result of a promise 
made Senator Dawes, who is an uncle of Chaplain 
Rawson, at the time Mr. Soley resigned. It is 
understood that Ensign Alger was Secretary 
Tracy’s choice for the office, but he, of course, with- 
drew his recommendations when the President’s 
wishes in the matter became known. 


MaJjor Lewis MERRILL, C. S. A., retired, will have 
to waitsome months yet before he will be able to 
reap the bene fits of bis untiring efforts to secure the 
passage of the bill for the relief of those officers 
who, like himself, were retired, when on the eve of 

romotion, under the ruling of President Cleveland. 
The passage of this measure was largely due to his 
personal efforts, and yet the Senate failed to act on 
his nomination, while the two officers, Lieuts. Bellas 
and Kingsbury, nominated at the same time, under 
its provisions, were confirmed. Unfortunately for 
Maj. Merrill, bis nomination came up at a time when 
a single objection would delay its consideration be- 
yond the limits of the session. Senator Cockrell and 
several other Southern Senators, who felt that Maj. 
Merrill had been a little too free in his criticisms of 
those concerned in preventing his promotion, are 
responsible for the failure of his nomination. There 
is no reason to suppose, however, that he will not be 





confirmed at the next sessiop of the Senate.

ELECTIONEERING IN THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


A PROMINENT officer in the Ist N. Y. Brigade sends 
us the following: 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In reference to examination of asergeant for Ist lieutenant 
before Ist Brigade Examining Board, who did not know the 
name of the Commander-in-Chief, nor his brigade com- 
mander, which item appeared in your poner last week, 
please publish these tacts relating to bis election: In a regi- 
ment of the Ist Brigade, which bas lately become notorious 
on account of its misgovernment, the Ist lieutenant died. 
Previous to the election the captain, whc is unfit to com- 
maod or instruct, and who could oot pass an examination 
for corporai in a weil-goveroed regiment, used the influence 
of bis office to defeat the 2d lieutenant, who was not alone 
comvetent, but io the line of promotion. 

The captain discharged two non-commissioned officers 
and about 12 enlisted men, because they declared they 
would not vote for a candidate whom they knew to be in- 
competent. In addition to this wholesale outrage on honor- 
able members, who did not wish to sever their connection 
with the aay. it is claimed that 20 new men were 
enlisted a jittie fore the election, that their papers 
were approved by the colonel and adjutant who were 
in the conspiracy to defeat the will of the company, 
as their official action clearly demonstrated. Not satis- 
fied witb bis official approval of enlistments, this col- 
onel in making the rounds of the neighboring bar-rooms 
in company with enlisted men of bis regiment, pub- 
licly announced be was io favor of this incompetent ser- 
geant and candidate. Notwithstanding this outrageous, 
brutal and illegal conduct, the second lieutenant received 
35 votes, and aithough not elected, bis position in the Na- 
tiopal Guard is to be envied, when compared with that of 
those who conspired to defeat him. There is no reason why 
this candidate should not be confident of passing the board, 
**as others equally ignorant bave received commissions in 
the same regiment,” because a certain officer in whose 
interest it appears tbose elections are conducted, publicly 
boasts that the giniral is wid him.

In view of the probable tour of duty at 
the State camp, where the colonel hopes to take up a more 
advanced stepin the genera! instruction of the regiment, 
assiduous attention sbould be given tothe skirmish drill and 
drills with the bugle. To this end the greater part of the 
drills after Jan. lshould be devoted tothis duty. During 
the first portion of the drill season the companies will be 
drilled in the Sct ools of the Soldier aud Company. In com- 
pliance with orders from Generali Headquarters, the com- 
panies will be taught the duties of guards and sentinels as 
laid down in Lieut. Kennon’s “ Manual of Guard duty,” 
which will be the sule authority. Every member of the regi- 
ment must practice in the armury rifle range. Under com- 
petent instructors they will shoot in the standing, kneeling, 
ano prone positions. Shooting for the Armory Marksman’s 
Decoration will commence Oct. 1, and will terminate March 
31, 1891. The decoration will be issued in January and 
April, 1891.

ALABAMA STATE CAMP.* 
Report by 2d Lieut. L. G. Berry, 4th U. 8. Artillery. 


Tue Alabama State Troops consist of three regiments of 
white and two companies of colored troops. Aggregate, 
present and absent, &21. 

The camp ground was pleasaotly situated on bigh land 
and in a grove of trees near the city; it was supplied with 
city water of excellent 7 * The camp was furnished 
with shower-baths, which were 2 oe patronized ; the 
sinks were well cared for. Io fact, the sanitary condition 
of the camp left nothing to be desired. The troops were 
under the command of Col. Thomas G. Jones, 2i Regiment 
Alabama State Troops; Capt. J. P. Saffold, adjutant, and 
Capt. Barry Holt, quartermaster. The troops were re- 
viewed by Hon. Thomas Sear, Governor of Alabs-na, on 
June 28, who expressed himself as highly pleased with the 
appearance and discipline of the troops. 
he companies showed a reasonable proficiency in com- 
paoy drill. There was no skirmish drill during the encamp- 
ment, and, owing to the excessive heat, no other drilis be- 
fore5p.mM. At5P. M. there was a battalion drill or review, 
and at retreat a dress parade. The battalion drill was rather 
ragged at first, but spowed a very marked improvewent 
toward the latter part of the encampment, The dress par- 
ades, aside trom a little uosteadiness in ranks natural to io- 
experienced 2 were atthe close as good as those of 
apy well-drilled ttalion. The artillery was anxious to 
improve, and made the best of their epportunities and 
equipment. The cavairy troop was composed of good ridere, 
weli mounted and equipped and well drilled in most parts 
of the school of the company. A little riding with crossed 
stirrups would improve them some. As a whole they pre- 
sented a very flue appearaoce. Officers’ cail was sounded 
daily with good resuits. Instruction was given in methods 
of official correspondence and riot duty, and in other mat- 
ters which the communding officer noticed during the <7. 
The ceremony of guard mount was well performed, largely 
owing to the care and patience of Adjutant Saffold and 
Sergeant Major Wailer. Tne ceremony might have been 
much improved by a little practice in the armories of the 
companies before coming to camp. 

Very few of the officers and mena who were on guard had 
previously served in that capacity, but notwithstanding 
this guard duty was well performed. Pamphlets giving the 
duties ond orders of a sentinel were distributed among the 
meno, aod were of great benefit. 

There was no target practice during the encampment, 
owing to the thickly settled state of the surrounding 
country. 

The discipline of the regiment was very good. There 
were few disturbances,aud during my entire stay in the 
camp I saw no one under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. Mucb credit tor this state of affairs is due to Colonel 
Jones, who is a soldier of much experience and good judg- 
ment. Much credit is due tu the excellent military schools 
of the State in fostering a military spirit and furnishing 
well drilled and disciplined officersand men for the State 
troops. 

I aesire to record my gratification at the earnest desire to 
learo shown by officers and men, my appreciation of the 
courtesy with which all corrections were received, and my 
thanks to Col. Charles P. Jones, Adjutant-General of the 
State, and the colonel and members of the 24 Regiment for 
their hospitality during my stay with them. 


INDIANA STATE CAMP. 
Report of Capt. Chas. G. Penney, 6th Infantry. 


Tue whole of the organized militia force of the State was 
in camp. It consisted of 10 commissioned officers and 96 en- 
listed men of artillery, and 135 commissioved officers and 
1,318 enlisted men of iofantry. The State maintains no cay- 


airy. 

The camp and garrison equipage was good, io sufficient 
quantity, and is well cared for. The rations were of good qual- 
ity, sufficient in quantity (about more than the Army 
ration), well cooked and served. ‘’be rations were issued 
daily to the companies by the commissary. The cooking was 
done by skilled cooks, bired for the purpose by the State, 
and attached to each company. 

The camp was well laid out, in conformity with regula- 
tions and tactics. Tbe duty was carried on constantly and 
intelligentiy—the entire time being devoted to practical 
instruction and drill. 

The discipline of the entire command was good. Among 
officers and men there is great zeal and desire for perfection 
io all military matters, and tbere is a notable absence of 
any desire for mere show, and a distinct leaning towards 
practical things; any lack of efficiency is clearly truceable 
to want of opportunity and pot to absence of a desire for ia- 
formation and improvement. 

The State has no target range and no rifle practice: firing 
bas been had at ranges over 300 yards, and up to that range 
by only a few of the companies. It is the intention to have 
toils yeur, near the city of Indianapolis, ta: practice at the 
longer ranges for ali men that may qualify for it ut the 
short ranges. 

I can bear cheerful testimony to the zeal and enthusiasm 
of officers and men, and to their desire to profit by any and 
all opportunities for improvement and instruction. I 
mingled freely with the officers and found their professional 
knowledge and capacity for their duties good. I en vored 
to give them the benefit of such knowledge aod experience 
as I have, whenever solicited, as unobtrusively as possibie, 
which in every case met with most cordial and courteous re- 
ception. 

As it was not desired by the commanding officer, I did not

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The naval board, of which Comdr. Theodore F. 
Jewell was senior member, aypointed to conduct 
the recent trial of the Patrick torpedo, has submitted 
a favorable report, in accordance with which the 
Department has accepted the three torpedoes made 
under contract. 





At its meeting, held Wedvesday, the Ordnance and 
Fortification Board considered the appropriation of 
$50,000 for experiments to test the value of high ex- 
plosives, segmental guns and pneumatic gun carri- 
ages, apd the appropriation of $190,000 for the pur- 
chare from abroad of such articies of foreign manu- 
facture as are not proouced in this country. The 
question of further allotments for improving the 
plant at the Watervliet Arsenal also received atten- 
tion. Of the first named sum of $50 000 about $15 000 
or $20,000 will be allotted for the manufacture of a 
segmental gun, to be experimented with in competi 
tion with tbe wire wrapped gun being built by the 
Ordnance Department of the Army on plans de- 
signed by Lieut. Crozier. 





Accordivg to Glaser’s Annalen, Delta metal is a 
very old alloy, having beeu known to the old Egypt 
ians. It was first prepared, however, in a scientific 
manner by Alexander Dick, a Ger:naa, in 1882. Thie 
metal is an alloy of copper, iron, and Zine, resem- 
bling aich-metal and sterro-meta!, which contain 
the same elements, and are largely used for heavy 
guns, 





Dr. J. Hopkinson has been making experiments 
on the iron nickel alloys, with some remarkable re- 
sults. A nickel steel containing a little less than 5 
per cent. of the former constituent is decidedly 
more magoetizable than wrought iron, particularly 
tor high inductions. On the contrary, with 24.5 per 
cent. of nickel the alloy is nun-magoetic at ordiaary 
temperatures; but after being exposed to a very 
low temperature it becomes slightiy magnetic, and 
remains 80 up to more than ‘500 deg. C. With 73 per 
cent. of nickel, however, an ailoy 1s ebtained that is 
much more mugvetic than the preceding or than a 
mechanical mixture of iron and nickel in the same 
proportions. in the specimen of pvickel steel first 
mentioned there were two well marked “critical 
points”? at temperatures about 150 deg. apart, avd 
ail mugnetic properties vanished on beating to the 
higher point to reappear, on cooling, only at the 
lower one. All these tacts point to some eccentric 
sort of chemical combination. The non-magnetic 
alloy contained very vearly three molecules of iron 
toone of nickel; but the cause of the phenomena 
observed is by no meaus as simple as this might in- 
dicate, since asmal! proportion of nickel increases 
the mugnetic properties of the material.
